SENATE TO-VOTE 
“ON BRIDGE ; BILL. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The Bar- 
tholdt bill granting a charter to the 
City of St. Louls to construct a 
free bridge across the Mississippi will 
come before the Committee of Com- 
merce of the Senate Thursday, accord- 
ing to Senator Stone. who has made 
arrangements with Senator wNelson, 
ranking member of the committee, to 
take up the bill on that date. 

Senator Stone believes . he can 
have the amendment providing for emi- 
nent domain included in the bill. 

House Committee which reported 
the bill omitted the eminent domain 
feature, but Senator Stone believe- 
there will be little difficulty in adding 
the amendment. Senator Warner, who

CHICAGO, June 20,—Business men of 
St. Louis today entered a protest be- 
fore the West Trunk Committee against 
a reduction of the advantage which that 
city now has over Chicago in the mat- 
ter of freight rates from this territory 
to the Missouri River. 

A petition was presented in opposition 
to the. application which the Chicago 
Commercial Association made for a re- 
duction in existing differentials from 20 
to 12 cents on first-class and corre- 
sponding cuts on all other classes. 

Mr. Coyle, representing the Business 
Men's League;,J. C. Lincoln, represent- 
ing the Merchants’ Exchange; Murray 
Carleton, A. F. Shapleigh, George W. 
Simmons, Frank C. Rand and FE. 5S. 
Lewis were the St. Louis representa- 
tives appearing before the committee. 
They declared Chicago's claim to a re- 
duction in the differentials was based 
upon conditions in New England years 
ago which do not now govern or affect 
the situation. 

They insisted that the, Chicago mar- 
ket had grown to be an independent one 
which could afford to stand upon its 
own merits, irrespective of rates and 
conditions east of here to the seaboard. 

It was claimed by the delegation that 
if the differentials now existing in favor 
of St. Louis should be reduced, the re- 
sult would be disastrous to that city and 
to others in the Missouri River territory. 
As it is, they declared the jobbing terri- 
tory of St. Louis was circumscribed.

Developments in Kinnan Mur- 
der Mystery Astound 
New York Police. 


en 





NEW YORK, June #.—In a futile ef- 
fort to lift the veil covering the mur- 
der of Mrs. Alice Kinnan by an un- 
known assassin, the police and detect- 
ives Of this city have been led from one 
baffling mystery into another, until the 
climax was reached today in the discov- 
ery of a house of mystery, containing 
secret rooms, hidden chambers and un- 
explored stairways. 

In at least-one of the secret apart- 
ments the police have unearthed amaz- 
ing evidence of systematic crime, which 
ranged, apparently, from shoplifting to 
possible murder. Spoils piled in an old 
safe appear to represent the fruits of 
one form of crime; weapons, including 
daggers, revolvers, rifles and sandbags, 
hint at the other. 


Two weeks ago, along about 10 o'clock 
at night, the cries of a woman took the 
police to an old mansion in the Bronx 
where luxury had once held court. It 
was the Steton homestead, now gone to 
rack. Aged Mrs. Stenton, now more than 
an octogenarian, supposedly senile, 
helpless, was at the door.- At her feet 
was the dead or dying body of her only 
child, Mrs. Alice Kinnan, a middle-aged 
woman. Her head had been beaten in. 


Mrs. Stenton told the police that she 
and her daughter had prepared to re- 
tire when there came a knock at the 
door. Instantly, without a word, the 
caller, Mati, had pounced upon the 
daughter and killed her. Then he fied. 


Bince: that hour the best detectives of 


the city have been 
case, and many amazing discoveries 
have been made. Unsuspected bank- 
books showing big deposits and hidden 
drawers holding letters little understood 
by the readers were the first things de- 
veloped, but today the really sensation- 
al discoveries were made. 

A vast secret room, stuffed with sil- 
verware, jewelry and merchandise, was 
uncovered. About the same time it was 
learned that a man whom old Mrs. 
Stenton was instrumental in sending to 
prison 12 years: ago had recently been 
released upon completion of his term 
of sentence. The latest developments 
serve to add to rather than detract 
from the mystery, and give rise to 
wonder what sort of woman the aged 
Mrs. Stenton ‘is. 


Ever since the murder Police Captain 
Price has been told by persons who 
claimed to be familiar with the house 
that there was a secret room in it and 
many secret closets. Further. search 
may reveal more, but the police are 
busy making an inventory of the arti- 
cles uncovered today. Information se- 
cured by the police about the career of 
Mrs. Stenton shows her as one of the 
most remarkable women of her time. 

“My informant told me,” said Capt. 
Price, “that as a boy, he lived in the 
Stenton mansion for eight years, run- 
ning errands for Mrs. Stenton and her 
mother, and working generally around 
the house. 

Always Wore Vell.

“Mrs. Stenton never went out 
dark. When she walked abroad 
wore a black vell that completely hid 
her features. She had many callers at 
all hours of the day and -ight—all men 
—some of them rough and uncouth, 
poorly dressed, others attired in the 
height of fashion and wearing much 
jewelry. 

“Sometimes she would refuse to -see 
tnese men for days at a time. My in- 
formant always answered the door and 
would say Mrs. Stenton was out or 
would see her callers, according to the 
way he had been instructed. She 
seemed to have some way af knowing 
the identity of all who called before 
they came to the front or back door. 

“About twelve years ago a man was 
arrested in this town. My informant 
does not remember his name or the 
nature of his crime, but he was a man 
with a big pull among prominent people. 
A large sum of money was raised for 
the purpose of bribing certain public of- 
ficials and securing his freedom. This 


money was entrusted to Mrs. Stenton. 
She knew it had been raised for illegai 
purposes, and that the persons who con- 
tributed would not dare to take steps 
to get it back. She kept the money, 
laughed the indignant wouldbe bribers 
to scorn and the man went to prison to 
serve a long term. I am informed that 
he vowed vengeance. According to the 
recollection of my informant he ought 
to be out of Sing Sing by this time. 

“It would be natural for him to try 
to get that bribe money from Mrs. Sten- 
ton. Certainly she would not give it uD. 
because she is a miser. He might have 
gone there with the intention of killing 
Bar, Bae and struck her daughter In the

The breach between the City Council’s 
two factions over the Manufacturers’ 
Railway (Busch line) bill has been wid- 
ened rather than narrowed. by the 
“apology’’ of President Forman to the 
members to whom he referred as con- 
stituting a ‘‘combine’’ favoring the bill. 
With a resolution.of censure for the 
President barely averted at Tuesday’s 
meeting, the most tumultous in recent 
years. Friday’s meeting is expected to 
bring further hostilities. , 

The “apology” began calmly enough, 
Mr. Forman explaining that perhaps his 
use of the word ‘‘combine”’ had been 
‘“‘*misunderstood.”’ 


Go Ahead ang Censure, ‘ 


“But if they want to censure me,’’ 
continued Mr. Forman, turning to the 
members who had prepared the resolu- 
tion to censure him for his utterance, 
“let them. I will stand censured.”’ 

Here Mr. Forman’s voice grew louder. 

‘These very members,” he insisted, 
‘‘twho have backed this resolution have 
said things to me about the promoters 
of this bill which I wouldn’t think of 
saying on the floor of this chamber.”’ 

When asked soon afterward by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter what he referred \ 
Mr. Forman answered, “I'm a little 
more decent than some of the rest. 1 
won't tell all I know,”

“Be it resolved,’’ read the secretary, 
“that the presiding officer, H. A. For- 
man, be, and he is hereby, publicly cen- 
sured for his remarks made in this 


chamber which reflected upon certain

Linde rose again. ‘I would not have 
introduced this resolution.’’ he said, ‘‘if 
Mr. Forman had seen fit to apologize 
for his remark. But he refused to 
recognize me on the floor a few min- 
utes ago when I intended to ask him 
for that apology. I feel that I owe 
it not only to myself, but to those 
who have put me here, to demand an 
apology for being referred to as one 
of the members of a so-called ‘com- 
bine.’

McKinley Traction Co. Has Sal- 
isbury Street Tract 
and Ferry. 


Following the announcement of the 
incorporation of the $200,000 Wilson- 
Reheis-Rolfes Lumber Cod., a meeting 
of shareholders-was held Wednesday in 
the offices of the McKinley Traction 
Co. in the Bank of Commerce Building. 
The meeting was prefaced by an infor- 
mal conference between Peter Wilson, 
John H. Reheis and Henry G. Rolfes. 
Mr. Rolfes, a member’ of the City 
Council, is accredited with 200 shares of 
the corporation, which has 2000 shares 
fully paid up. 

The organization of the company and 
the purchase of a large strip of land 
along the river front and Bremen aveé- 
nue has been regarded in some quarters 
as relating to the location of the free 
bridge. All the men interested in the 
lumber deal stated posftively that the 
transaction was purely a commercial 
one, and that Peter Wilson entered into 
it because he had the land for sale and 
all believed the location a good one, as 
it\is near to the tracks of the railroads 
having terminals in North St. Louis, 
and has river frontage. 

At the conference preceding the meet- 
ing for organization, the question of 
the location’ of the freé bridge was dis- 
cussed, and the fact that Congress had 
not indicated the location of the free 
bridge was mentioned as a favorable 


.circumstance in the project of the new 


company. 
MeKialey Line Interested. 


One of the current rumors in con- 
nection with the lumber deal was that 
the McKinley company, which has ac- 
quired. the ferry franchise just below 
the Merchants’ Bridge to Salisbury 
street, and has asked the city for a 
franchise from the foot of Salsbury 
street, wants the bridge near the lat- 
ter point. 

Mr. Wilson said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

‘It is true I sold the land men- 
tioned in the reperts at the foot of 
Bremen avenue, to the new lumber 
company. I also sold the two blocks 
at the foot of Salisbury atreeff to the 
McKinley company: But the MéKinley 
company has no interest in the lum- 
ber deal, and it will in no way affect 
the company’s terminal plans on this 
side of the river.

CHICAGO, June .*.—‘‘I was married 
to Senator T. C. Platt in his apartments 
in'the Fifth Avenue Hotel, Nov. 9, 1901, 
and when he sent me to Europe and 
married Mrs, Janeway he committed an 
offense which, under the law, is pun- 
ished by imprisonment.” 

This is Mrs. Mae C. Wood's latest 
contribution to the history of her al- 
leged relations with Senator T. C. Platt, 
given out today, accompanied by the 
statement that she had retained law- 
yers to establish her legal rights and 
force Senator Platt to maintain her. 
She said she would bring suits both in 
this city and in New York. 

In making her latest announcement 
Mrs.. Wood exhibited a photograph of 
an alleged marriage certificate. The 
name of the person performing the cere- 
mony is neatly cut out of the photo- 
graph. The name of one witness, ‘‘J. 
V. Jones,” who,. she says, is an employe 
of Senator Platt, is very indistinct. 

She says that she was living in Hast 
Tweifth street, New York, at the time, 
and on the afternoon of Nov. 9, 1901, re- 
ceived a special. delivery letter from 
Senator Platt telligg her to meet him 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel at 4 o'clock, 
It contained a note to the hotel clerk 
asking that she be directed to suite No, 
158, on the second floor. When she ar- 
rived Senator Platt was not there, but 
arrives soon, with Jones and Edmund 

. Rice, and told her, she says, that he 

be going to marry her. She consented 
and the ceremony was performed, she’ 
alleges. 
She asked for a marriage certificate, 
and, she alleges, the paper which she 
now exhibits was handed to her by 
Platt himself. Rice, she says, signed 
the certificate. She ate her honeymoon 
dinner in the pure dining room of the 
hotel, she sitting at one table and Sen- 
ator Platt at another. This arrange- 
ment, she says, was at the Senator’s 
request, but why she does not know. 
At his request, she said, the :marriage 
was kept secret: She said she was sent 
away to Europe in 1908, and the Senator 
married Mrs. Janeway. 

Edmund W. Rice, who, she says, per- 
formed the ceremony, has been sought 
by her unsuccessfully for months. She 
said he was reported to be in Mount 
Vernon, N. Y. The marriage certificate,

Patriots who think that national 
strength can t be established by multiplying bat- 
tleships and [2-inch guns will be hard put to it to 
justify the enormous naval and military expendi- 
ture while waterways are neglected:

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THE BRIDGE CHARTER. 

There is no question, as Senator Stone remarked, 
that Congress has the power to confer the power of 
eminent domain upon the city of St.Louis in the 
charter of the municipa} bridge. In the debate on 
the Lake Erie and Ohio River Canal bill in the Sen- 
ate the question of the power of Congress to con- 
struct or to authorize individuals or corporations 
to construct and maintain railroads, bridges and na- 
tional highways from State to State for the purposes 
of interstate commerce was threshed out. Senator 
Knox, with the apparent approval of the Senate, 
stated that the Supreme Court had clearly conceded 
the power to Congress to construct railroads, 
bridges and highways and in his opinion Congress 
had this power. He quoted Justice Bradley’s opin- 
ion in the Pacific Railroad case, which was quoted 
by the Supreme Court in the recent North River 
bridge case, in which the Court said: 

“The power to construct or to authorize 
individuals or corporations to construct na- 
tronal highways and bridges from State to 


State is essential to the complete control 
and regulation of interstate commerce.” 





There could not be a case in which the propriety 
of conferring the power of eminent domain in a 
bridge charter is»clearer than in the charter for a 
free municipal bridge sought by the.city of St. 
Louis. The charter is sought, not. by an individual 
or a private or semi-public corporation for profit, but 
by a great municipal corporation for the purpose of 
destroying a ‘nonopoly in interstate commerce trans- 
portation and of protecting the public from rate 
discriminations. Unless an amendment to the House 
bill is adopted by the Senate and accepted by the 
Hottse Congress will not assure the building of the 
bridge by St. Louis, but will compel the city to go 
as a suppliant to the Illinois Legislature for the 
privilege of condemning land in that State. It will 
subject the city to delays and to conditions which 
might defeat the purpose of the congressional act. 
Congress should confer upon the city complete pow- 
er to construct the bridge. 

No means of impressing the importance of this 
amendment upon the Senate and House should be 
neglected. It would be wise to send a strong delega- 
tion of St. Louisans to Washington for this purpose. 
The Harvester Trust admitted its violation of the 
anti-trust law of Arkansas in attempting to crush 
competition and will pay two fines of $10,000 each. 
The assault on the trusts seems to be successful 
along the whole line in the State and Federal courts. 
The principal trouble heretofore has not been in the 
laws but in the failure of law officers to enforce 


them. 
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MISSOURI ROADS. 
The people of Missouri cannot do better than to 
give sober thought to Gov. Folk’s good roads idea. 
As outlined in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, the 
plan is to lend the assistance of the State to road 
making, allowing concurrent local option to satisfy 
special local needs. : 

In the same issue of the Post-Dispatch ex-Gov. 
Francis shows that in order to raise .$3,000,000 an- 
nually, the interest ona $100,000,000 loan, a tax of 
only 25 cents on the $100 would be necessary, But 
the value of Missouri lands would be increased $5 
an acre and the immediate enhancement of profits 
in farming, manufactures and trading due to the 
lowered cost of transportation would be beyond cal- 
culation. 

The proposal appeals with special force to farm- 
ers because their losses from the bad road conditions 
prevailing are directly perceived. The difficulty of 
getting produce to market is a fact, not an inference, 
a fact which the farmer encounters whenever he 
travels to town. Tt needs no argument to convince

Judge Moore Orders Jury to 
Acquit After Patient 
Tells Story, 


After hearing the city’s evidence in 
the case or Dr. C. W: Laybourn, assist- 
ant to Dr. R. D. Haley of the Dr. Haley 
Eye Infirmary, 4227 Warne av enue, who, 
with Dr. Haley, was fined $500 in the 
City Hall Police Court Feb. 28 on a 


charge of practicing medicince without 
a license, Judge Moore ordered the jury 
to acquit the defendant. 

Judge Thomas B. Harvey, represent- 
ing Dr. Haley, who was too ill to ap- 
pear in court, offered to go to trial in 
the latter’s case on the evidence of the 
prosecution, but City Attorney Anderson 
continued the case generally, which is 
Virtually an acquittal 

The cases of Drs. Haley and Laybourn 
were originally tried before Judge Tracy. 
The prosecution was based on the alle- 
gation that Frank Damhurst, 16 years 
old, of 5001 North Twentieth street, had 
been injured while under treatment for 
his eyes in Dr. Haley’s institution. Dr. 
Laybourn appeared without counsel, 
having been given no opportunity, he 
Says, to prepare a defense, while Dr. 
Haley, who was too ill to appear, was 
tried by default. Frank Damhurst was 
called upon to testify and after being 
asked. if he had been treated at Dr. 
Haley’s institution he was called from 
the witness stand without further ex- 
amination. A fine of $500 was assessed 
against each of the defendants. 


Says Sight Was Restored. 


In the Court of Criminal Correction 
Tuesday afternoon, when the appeal 
of the defendants was heard, it ap- 
peared from the evidence of Frank 
Damhurst that he had been led into 
Dr. Haley’s institution totally blind, 
and that after receiving treatment 
there his eyesight was restored. 

“I had been under the treatment of 


j various physicians far 11 years, and 


my case had been pronounced one of 
incurable blindness,” testified. Dam- 
hurst. “Finally my aunt led me to 
Dr. Haley’s institution, where I was 
cured.”’ 

Detectives Caudle and Kelly and 
Other officers testified that they had 
investigated the Haley institution 
and found that it was conducted uné 
der the direction of a regular phy- 
sician, Dr. C. A. Meredith of 3906 Lee 
avenue. 

Dr. Laybourn testified in his own 
behalf that. he is an assistant of Dr. 
Haley, who has been an oculist for 51 
years. He declared that the prosecu- 
tion had been brought, not by the 
regular authorities. but by a set of 

physicians in Illinois, who vainly 
Seated a case which was afterwards 
treated successfully in Dr. Haley’s in- 
stitution.
